United States W*'Yess-Ch'es.— A fresh 
information was laid and a fresh warrant 
issued to-day owing to au informality ..in 
tho original proceedings. Tho prisoner hav- 
ing been discharged under tlie former war- 
rant was ro-arrcsted under tho new one. 
Mr. Theodore Davio, for the prisoner, ob- 
jected to any evidence in the case being 
taken before a warrant from tho United 
States authorities had been produced. 
Discussion having ensued liis Honor over- 
ruled tho objection on tho score that tho 
Dominion Act and authorities dispensed 
with tho production of a warrant or re- 
quisition. 

Tlie evidence was then proceeded with 
and is as follows: — 

Charley Hazohnan, an liidi.in, having 
been duly cautioned to tell tlio truth de- 
posed that ho bolongocl to the half Clayo- 
quot iind half Ifcali Bay tribes. Ho re- 
sided with the Maquali (W. T.) Indians 
and know tho prisoner who is a Nitiiiat 
Indian. Ho was also acquainted' >iith Al- 
bert, the deceased, who was a Quolaliute 
Iiulian. He satt' the prisoner at tho ran- 
chorie at Maiiuah and told him that the 
Neah Bay Indians had lots of money and 
that ho (witness) and tho prisoner htid 
none. Ho talked with the prisoner about 
getting money and tho latter said he knew 
\vhore ho could got some — '.thntitherjB was 
plenty on board Capt. NVaitt's schooner. 
Witness wautetl the prisoner to suggest 
aomo plan for getting the money, but as he 
did not give any satisfactory reply witness 
spoko to another Indian, Sukcley, about 
the matter and a conference was subse- 
quently held between tho three. Witness 
inquired if they were willing to kill some- 
one and the prisoner replied "j'es" if they 
had lots of money. Shortly afterwards a 
wliito man came and asked witness ti5 take 
§200 to n trading post. Witness asked 
tho man, who was Captain Delgardno 
of tho schuoner Tea/.er, how much ho 
would ijay and he said .$2. Witness want- 
ed §4 and after a time tho captain told 
him to go with it as (juiekly as possible. 
Witness conununicated with the prisoner 
tolling him that he did not know who 
would carry tho money but ho would let 
him hear from him again.- — The- prisoner 
wanted the money undr\islc^d*.his advice 
about killiiig tho messenger 'who would 
carry it. Eventually the ■ deceased was 
entrusted with the money and tho jiris- 
oner asked witness to procure some instru- 
ment with which to kill him. Tho wit- 
ness got a hatchet and handed it to the pris- 
oner who expressed liimsclf satislied, say- 
ing that ho might get killed hinisolf 
if ho did not have . it.,; -^ukoloy and 
prisoner then went;, oufc^'^ilohg the, road 
and witness went into his House to sleep. 
In about three hours tho prisoner return- 
ed and told witness that Albert was dead, 
but that Sukwley was very near not killing 
him. He also stated that Sukeley took 
tlio hatchet and struck the deceased llrat, 
then ho (the prisoner) struck hiui, taking 
tho hatchet to.do it. with, and^giviug.him 
the last blow. Sukeley. afterwards ap- 
poard and said that he had got §80,' Yccs- 
Ches §00 and that there was §G0 for wit- 
ness in tho keeping of tho prisoner. !Next 
day witness got his share and tho prisoner 
left for British Columbia. Sutsa- 
quently witness gave his $60 to Capt. 
Willonghby in the presence of witnesses. 
Witness remembered the body of deceased 
being found in the woods. 

Capt. Willoughby, being recalled, re- 
peated the evidence given by him at tho 
last hearing of the case as to iinding the 
mutilated body of the dcce.osed and the 
arrest of the last 'witness,- Sukeley, and 
the prisoner on trial. On cross-examina- 
tion ho stated that the two Indians, 
Sukeley and Charley, were brought by 
him from \V;ishington Torritoi-y as wit- 
nesses and that they were at liberty. No 
action had been taken in tho Washington 
Territory courts or any other U. S. court 
because they had lU) jurisdiction over In- 
dian reserves, uiJoss the case was that of 
a white man and an Indian. 11(3 could 
not say what would bo done with the 
prisoner if he wore extradited. Tho wit- 
ness liad been tried by tho laws of thoir 
tribes and had been fine'd$400' each and 
refunded a portion of tho stolon monoy.

A Rovolt of Aristooratio Liberals. 



LoN'DON, July 11. — IVIr. Glad.stone's 
Irish pol.icy has produced nn alarming 
revolt among aristocratic Liberals, 
and all inducements to the great huul- 
owncrs to accept the legislation on the 
laiul ([uestioii wiiioii is prcposetl by 
Mr. Forster have signally failed. Two 
imjiortant rciigiiatious of niembci's of 
the Uoveriiment arc already announced, 
and otliens are expected. It was ru- 
mored in Consorvntivo circles that tho 
Duke of Argyll, ' Lord Privy Seal, 
will follow tho e.xauiple of the Mar- 
quis of Laiistlowne, and tliat Lord 
Liatowel,aiulthoiMarqui.'i of Hartington 
have only agreed to supjiort .Mr. Tors- 
ter's measure on the condition that an 
amcndraent which' renders compensa- 
tion for disturbances in the bill iilu- 
lusorjr should be atlopted. In yielding 
to pressure from the landlords the 
Government has lost tlie support of 
tlio only party in the House which 
Avas.^8iactirely, interested UQ..thc bill. 
Th'e'P'arneliito'* meniliora claim that the 
bill ns amondod would facilitate the 
eviction of small fanners in the dis- 
tressed districts for who.'ie ]U"otectioii 
it was originally luovided, and they 
have therefore withdrawn thoir sup- 
port from the measure. In its new 
form it 'has failed to conciliate the 
landlord class, and if once applied to the 
distressed district.? must eventually bo 
applied to all part.s of ireland. A de- 
cidcil policy would have .secured tho 
unanimous supjjort of tho Home Rulers 
and made the Ministry independent of 
the aristocratic element in the Liberal 
party, while their half measures have 
only resulted in creating a double 
hostility. The Parlielitc party claim 
that tho iniincdiato interests of .small 
tcnonts in the wcf;t of Ireland should 
not bo sacrificed to the prospective 
advantage even of the wliole 
tenantry;; . j'.Thcy. will therefore 
oppose tho progress of Mr. Forstor's 
bill in committee, and probably 
inaugurate a wholesale system of ob- 
struction in orilcr to bring the Gov- 
cnunent to a deadlock. The events 
of the last few days have considerably 
shaken Gladstone's Government and 
will douTitless encourage further attack 
from all who are discontented.
